The Council 
was still inclined to a voyage to 
Ohile, but nothing came of the plan 
for occupying Australia. 


Those were the days of the Eng- 
lish Civil War. Then came Crom- 
well and the sen wars with Eng- 
land, which gave Holland chough to 
do nearer home, In the face of the 
growing, naval power of England 
and of France, the might of brave 
little Holland doclined relatively, if 
not absolutely.
